Tom O'Connor, editor of the Allen­ 
dale (S. C.) County Citizen strikes a 
note of discard in an editorial on who is 
to blame for the riots in our cities when 
he says that the American press, an d 
that phase includes all news media, 
must face up to the fact that it is just 
about as guilty as any. 


He accuses news editors of tele­ 
vision, 
magazines, 
new spapers 
and 
radio of shirking a clear responsibility, 
when they lend credence to charges and 
counter charges 
voiced by so-called 
leaders, without seeking to authenticate 
the accusations. 
He accuses news reporters of being 
guilty of "making names for themselves" 
by deliberately building up, 
through 
unwise publicity, minor incidents and 
minor personalities. 


He accuses the news media of 
irresponsibility for giving wide publicity 
to matters, such as meetings and propa­ 
g an d a for extremist groups, 
and the 
mouthings of rabid rabble rousers in 
the interest only of sensationalism. 
He goes on to charge that no C ar­ 
michael, no Brown, no King, no Powell 
has yet proved worthy of the publicity 
handed out hour by hour by the news 
media. And charges that the American 
press has put itself on a diet of blood, 
guts 
and disaster 
in preference 
to 
decency, respect for the intelligence of 
its audience and concern for the general 


welfare. 


And we find that to a large extent 
we must agree with him. We have felt 
that too often the news media in an e'fort 
to aet the readers attention has mislead 


film. 


It is our contention that the press of 
America has a much bigger duty than 
just manufacturing headlines and needs 
to concern itself with more responsible 
leadership.
